Unle.ss cannons 
be sent at i>tu-t'. he adds, the EnropoaiU 
can not hope t o hold the ir owo.

President Montt, on hLs south- 
ern tour, is meeting with a most cor- 
dial reception from all classes of the 
people.

They 
will lie taken uj) for action as fast as re- 
ported. Meanwhile consideration of 
these bills, and of other pending meaa- 
ui-es, will ))e suspended from time to 
time to allow <^f the disposition of con- 
ference reports.

Washinoton, Feb. 27. — Mr. Paul 
Nenman, the envoy of Queen Liliuoka- 
lani to Washington, yesterday ex- 
pressed his confident oonviction that 
the treaty of annexation made with the 
coniniissinii rs i f tlie prnvisif)nal gov- 
ernment of Hawaii was practically de- 
feated. He said tbat the senMte would 
be a*iked this week to apimint a com- 
mission to visit the islands and investi- 
gate the condition of affairs there. If 
this were done, he said, the senate and 
the country would learn the conditions 
under which the people of Hawaii 
would almost unaniinour-ly support a 
movement for tbe annexation of the 
islands, if it were then determined that 
that was the best tbing for both coun- 
tries. 

The present treaty, Mr. Neuman said, , 
gave the people of Hawaii practically 
nothing, and the offer of the islands 
came from a body of men who bad 
nothing to give. He uaserte<l that the 
queen had not been deposed, but had 
simi)lv retired to her private residence 
in order to avoid a conflict with United 
States troojis. He asserted that Min- 
ister Stevens had been compelled to 
raise the United States iUg over tbe 
government buildings in Honolulu to 
prote(;t the provisional government 
from its own partisans.

vear. The importations fTom the 
United States in 1892 were nearly half 
of the whole amount imported— 46,609,- 
719 bushels. The importaddbs of rye 
from the United State* inoroaaod from 
760,888 bnahela in 1890 to 4,963,899 buah- 
•lBinl899. 

RoMifycontribution of that cereal to 
Genliinf, owing to failnr* of crops, 
deorsiaaed from« 97.000,000 bushel* in 
1890 to 4,600,000 bushaU in 1699. Mr.
